Short 
Domestic 
Crop 
and 


Small 
Carry-Over Point 


To Large Importation. 


As a result of the short domestic 
crop and small carry-over of al­ 
falfa and red clover seed, importa­ 
tions for 1937 sowing will be the 
heaviest in years and much foreign 
seed will be offered farmers at an 
attractive discount in price. There, 
apparently, will not be enough do­ 
mestic seed to supply the demand. 
so that some of the imported seed 
must be sown, County Agent M. T. 
Hartman reports 
In the first place, practically all 
foreign-grown red clover is more 
subject to winterkilling than clover 
from the northeastern and north 
central states 
If the season Is such 
that there is little winterkilling, 
yields from the foreign seed may be 
satisfactory. 
In the second place, 
clover from imported seed in some 
seasons makes a good first crop but 
a very poor second crop. 
The relative hardiness of import­ 
ed red clover depends to a certain 
extent on the country of its origin 
although the hardiness of several 
lots from the same country may also 
differ widely. 
Italian seed has al­ 
most always suffered severely from 
winterkilling and should be care­ 
fully avoided. 
In a test at State 
college during the severe winter of 
1927-29. Italian clover lost 93 per 
cent and produced only 14 per cent 
of the yield of the best strains test­ 
ed. 
Italian m l clover is stained IO 
per cent red at the port of entry so 
that it can always be recognized. 
Clover Se**d Variable 
French red clover seed is more 
variable In its hardiness, but four 
lots of French seed in the above 
test, when winter injury was severe, 
averaged a loss of 54 5 per cent of 
the stand. The best French lot that 
year produced only 46 4 per cent of 
the highest yielding domestic lot. 
French seed tested at State college 
in winters when there were little or 
no winterkilling averaged from 74 
per cent of the highest 'yield to as 
much as or more than the best do­ 
mestic seed. 
These winter losses 
were not so much from heaving out 


as simply from severe cold with no 
snow covering. 
Seed from central and northern 
European countries, such as Poland, 
Bohemia, Roumania and Hungary, 
also varied considerably in hardi­ 
ness, 
but 
average .somewhat b e ­ 
winter injury than French seed al­ 
though still more than domestic 
seed. 
Following favorable winters; 
it yielded slightly less than the ' 
French. 
Chilean red clover seed is also I 
coming on our market. 
It was n ot! 
included in all the State college ( 
tests but in the mediumly favorable j 
winter 
of 
1925-26, 
two 
Chilean I 
strains lost an average of 28.8 per 
cent of the stand compared to an 
average loss of 16.6 per cent for j 
three French strains, and 29 8 per 
cent for the Italian. 
In 1521-22. 
Chilean lost 50 per cent of the stand I 
compared to 25 per cent for domes- 
tic. 
In spite of its winter lasses, ! 
Chilean has often stood well 
in 
average yields, One per cent of all I 
clover seed from France and cen­ 
tral Europe is stained green. 
Argentine Alfalfa Source 
Argentine is the principal source 
of imported alfalfa seed. 
In three 
State college tests in which Argen­ 
tine seed was included it ranked 
among the lowest in yield due large­ 
ly to winterkilling. In another test, 
including two lots of Argentine seed, 
one ranked first in yield but the 
other next to the lowest, although 
there was little winterkilling 
re­ 
ported 
Peruvian and Chilean al­ 
falfa seed winterkilled among the 
word and in one test both were al­ 
most a total loss. 
French alfalfa 
seed was better in hardiness and 
yield than South American but none 
of three lots in tests at State col­ 
lege ranked higher than ninth in 
yield. 
Winter losses of clovers at State 
college are probably not severer 
than 
those 
in 
the 
southeastern 
counties, and generally less severe 
than to the north and west. 
One may conclude from these re­ 
sults that nearby domestlv clover 
and 
hardy 
domestic alfalfa are 
much safer than any foreign se^d 
I On fields and in sections where 
I winterkilling Ls severe they should 
I be insisted upon regardless of ex- 
i pense. 
If the supply of domestic 
; seed Is inadequate, seed from cen- 
tral and northern Europe appears to 
' be the best substitute, with French 
I seed, 
preferably 
from 
northern 
j France, as a second choice. 
The 
terms “adapted" 
or 
“adaptable," 
often applied to foreign seed, mean 
I little. South American alfalfa seed 
has not proved reliable. 
Where a 


genuinely hardy alfalfa is needed a ll; 
imported 
alfalfa 
seed should be 
avoided. 
If 
one 
wishes 
to 
economize 
through the use of foriegn red clover 
seed, but still wants to avoid se­ 
rious risk, he may sow a mixture of 
a half or two-thirds of one of the 
safer foreign sources with the re- I 
maunder domestic seed from a source 
as nearby as possible. 
A similar 
plan may be adopted with alfalfa in 
the sections where winterkilling is 
not severe.

Federal Probers of Pittsburgh Crash Say Extra Passeng­ 
er Sitting Beside Pilot May Have Accident­ 
ally Pushed Against Gasoline Valve.

Washington. Out. 29 (AP).—FVd- 
cral investigators Tuesday told how 
a woman passenger may have sent 
ten persons crashing to a flaming 
death in a giant sight-seeing plane 
at Pittsburgh September 5 by acci­ 
dentally pushing her heel against 
a gasoline valve. 
In a report on the crash, the 
bureau of air commerce said the 
“probable cause" was failure of the 
fuel supply due to closing of the 
main gasoline valve. 
The plane had regular seats for 
nine passengers, the 
bureau said. 
The tenth, an 
unnamed 
woman, 
rode in the pilot's cockpit, sitting 
upon signal flare containers. 
The main gasoline valve, the report 
continued, was reached through an 
opening in tile floor and was so lo­ 
cated "that it would have been a 
simple matter for the passenger, in 
trying to brace herself in her im­ 
provised seat, to have pushed her 
heel against the handle of the valve 
and to have cut off the fuel supply 
to all three engines " 
Only one person—Linda McDon­ 
ald, 17, of Miami—survived the ac­ 
cident. 
Tile nine other passengers 
and pilot, Erie F. Beckley, lost their 


lives when the big. tri-motored ship 
fell during a night flight near Alle­ 
gheny county airport and burst into 
flame. 
Miss McDonald, the bureau re­ 
ported, “probably owes her life to 
the fact that her seat belt was fas- 
} tened securely." She escaped from 


j the 
burning 
ship 
by 
climbing 
through a window. 
Evidence indicated that all three 
engines stopped functioning at the 
same tme. the report said, suggest- 
j ing failure of either the fuel supply 


I or the ignition. 
Although later examination show­ 
ed both the fuel valve and the igni- 
| tion switch turned "off." the bureau 
j suggested the ignition may have 
been pushed off by Pilot Beckley as 
I a safety move when he realized a 
I forced landing was unavoidable or 
may have been forced off when the 
plane struck. 
Beckley, it was said, apparently 
permitted the plane to lose flying 
speed in an attempt to reach a pos­ 
sible landing area. Tile bureau said 
it did not appear that the impact 
alone was sufficient to cause all of 
fatalities, but that they were caused 
by the fire which followed imme­ 
diately.
